The House also defeated an

appropriation for the same pur* 
pose. 


The House passed proposed 


constitutional 
amendments re- 


moving the age restrictions on 
the use of public funds for edu- 
cation, now 6 and 21 years old, 
to clear the way for public kin- 
dergarten and increasing from 
three to eight the number of 
constitutional amendments the 
legislature can submit in the 
general election. 


The 
representatives passed 


55-18 a bill by Sen. Guy Jones 
of Conway requiring Senate con- 
firmation of all the governor's 
appointments to state boards 
and commissions. 
The House 


failed to pass the bill last week. 


Meanwhile, the Senate defeat- 


ed 13-15 a House bill requiring 
a worker leaving his Job with- 
out good cause to have 30 days 
of paid work before becoming 
eligible for unemployment com- 
pensation. Presently a worker 
must have an eight-week wait- 
ing period. Sen. Oscar Alagood 
of Little Rock gave notice of 
reconsideration, however. 


The House failed 37-34 to pass

Conservative 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Jus- 


tice Tom C. Clark's retirement 
by midyear will remove from 
the Supreme Court a generally 
conservative jurist who some- 
times swung to the liberal side 
— especially with his neckties. 


Clark, 67, said Tuesday he 


will retire by the end of the cur- 
rent court term in order to 
avoid 
any 
conflict 
resulting 


from the appointment of his son, 
Ramsey, as attorney general. 


They did have a humorous 


conflict once: When the elder 
Clark 
was attorney general, 


Ramsey left an unsigned type- 
written note in a suggestion box 
that said: "You ought ,not ,to 
wear bow ties. Bow ties, doifnot 
give you the dignity which" 'is 
attached to the office of attor- 
ney general. And if you are 
going to wear bow ties, do not 
wear such loud ones." 


But Tom Clark, in some ways 


a 
prototype 
Texan, 
standing 


over 6 feet tall, genial, talkative 
and with a Southern drawl, still 
likes bow ties. 


He is the fifth oldest of the 


nine judges, third in seniority 
and the last of President Harry 
S. Truman's three appointments 
remaining on the high court. 


If Clark's successor turns out 


to be more conservative, the 
court could tilt in that direction: 
if more liberal, the now-tenuous 
liberal majority would be rein- 
forced. 


The 
white-haired, 
affable 


Clark 
took the judicial oath 


Aug. 24, 1949, filling the vacancy 
caused by the death of liberal 
Justice Frank Murphy, He was 
then 49 and had been Truman's 
attorney general four years. 


The Senate approved the nom- 


ination 73 to 8. The eight Repub- 
licans opposing Clark were led 
by Sen. Homer Ferguson, R- 
Mich., who termed the appoint- 
ment "transparently political," 


Three years later, however, 


Clark voted against the presi- 
dent, lining up with a majority 
that struck down Truman's Ko« 
rean wartime seizure of struck 
steel mills. 


Court observers found it not 


easy to predict Clark's vote. But 
in the main, he tends to vote 
with the government. 


An early important decision 


written by Clark for the court in 
May 1952 nullified a New York 
law under which censors had 
power to forbid showing of "sac* 
rilegious" movies. 


The decision, the first to put 


movies under the protection of 
the 
First 
Amendment, 
was 


unanimous. 


Yet, 
the same Clark spoke 


out in angry dissent last March 
when the court reversed a Mas? 
sachusetts ban on the novel, 
"Fanny Hill," 


"The public should know the 


continuous flow of pornographic 
material reaching this court and 
the increasjng problem states 
have 
in 
otontrolling 
it," 
he 


wrote. 


Calling'"Fanny Hill" typical, 


Clark S&J4 he had "stomached 
past cases for almost 10 years 
without much outcry. Though i 
am not kpp^n to be a purist — 
or a shrinking violet — this boofc 
is too much even for me." 


Born in Dallas, Tex., Sept. 23, 


1899, Clark was the first Texan 
appointed lu ite.court.

to knock out the long-range U.S. 
artillery guns which last week 
began shelling across the six- 
mile zone into North Vietnam. 


U.S. 
headquarters said the

Vietnamese 
fired 
475 


mortar 
rounds 
against 
the 


175mm guns in two shellings 
Tuesday night. A U.S. spokes- 
man said "miraculously" there 
was no damage to the big guns 
and 
only light casualties to 


American troops. 


The 175mm guns, the biggest 


in Vietnam, are positioned two 
miles south of the demilitarized 
zone. The U.S. Command an- 
nounced last 
Friday that the 


huge artillery pieces had begun 
firing at military targets in 
North Vietnam and in the dem- 
ilitarized zone. 


Also in the northern end of the 


country, U.S. Marines reported 
killing at least 26 enemy troops 
in several sharp fights below 
the demilitarized zone and along 
the South China seacoast.

To avoid facing this problem 


the Cats began to make it a point 
to be the first ones down the 
court in an effort to get their 
shots off before the Hogs could 
set up their defense, to other 
words fast break, and that's just 
what they did.

We have to start with one blunt 


fact: no law is perfect, with no 
loopholes at all. Human wisdom 
cannot foresee 
all the possible 


variations of conduct that may 
arise in the course of time. 


Still, when a mistake in the law 


is so obvious, shouldn't the court 
stretch a point in the interest of 
justice? For example, in the alder- 
man's case the court might have 
said: 


"Loophole or no loophole, this 


fellow has done a wrong thing and 
must be punished." 


The trouble is, a court simply 


does not have that power under 
our constitutional system. Judges 
may interpret laws, but not make 
them. In the words of the United 
Slates Supreme Court: 


"It is the legislature, not the 


court, which is to define a crime 
and ordain its punishment." 


To be sure, there is harm in 


letting a wrongdoer escape 
the 


punishment he deserves. But in 
the process, he gives society vital 
information—just as the escaping 
fish shows the fisherman where his 
net needs patching. 


And closing even a single loop- 


hole in the law may have far- 
reaching consequences. Thus: 


A flour company in New York 


once used a society girl's picture 
in its ads without asking for her 
permission. When she sued, the 
court could find nothing in the 
law that forbade such unwanted 
publicity. The girl's suit was dis- 
missed. 


In short order, the state legis- 


lature closed the loophole with a 
new law 
And. as it turned out, 


this lavt 
w.is the cornerstone of 


one of i he most significant legal 
development of our times.
